EUCINETOPS BLAKIANA, new species. 

Closely allied to E. Jnca^sU. Stinipson, from the Pacitie Coast. Cara- 
pace oblong', antero lateral margins slightly convei'ging anteriorly, 
nearly straight; postero-lateral margins more oblique than in E. lucfotii. 

Surface uneven; median regions elevated, hepatie region depressed, 
separated from the branchial by a deep hollow and a marginal sinus. 
Antero-lateral margin tubercnlate, a spine at the postero latei al angle; 
a few additional tubercles on the np])cr surface of th(‘ branchial region. 

Front depressed; rostrum shorter than in E. Inca.sii. formed by two 
rounded lobes, each tipi>ed with a small sharp s])ine,'and sc])arated by 
a V-shaped sinus. Antero lateral tooth longer than broad, acute, 
upturned, separated from the orbit by a narrow rounded sinus. 
Eye-stalks illling the orbit, ta])ering to near the coi nea : ti]) slightly 
enlai'ged. Abdomen eomi)osed of 7 segments in both vsexes; in the 
male, constricted at the tilth segment, sixth segment with convex lat- 
eral outlines; seventh rounded, broader than long. Antero-external 
lobe of the first movable joint of the antenmne moderately developed, 
not reaching the end of the rostrum. 

Clielipeds small, smooth, and shining; merus snbtrigoiial ; carpus 
with a tubercle above, near the merus; hands ('oa)pressed, margins 
converging tov ard the lingers. Ambulatory legs subcylindiical ; dac- 
tyli very slender and much curved. Both carajaice and ambulatory 
legs are clothed with hair, and wlnm collected were concealed by bryo- 
zoans, grains of sand, and other foj eign substances.

This siiecies i-esembles J\ (jcminatiis, Stimp.son, but can readily be 
distingnished. (hirapace less (piadrate than in P. //cm entirely 
covered with a soft, thick pubescence, which, however, is not evenly 
distributed. Here and there, in addition, are lon.^er, irregular (dnb* 
shaped sctas which give tlie crab a very ragged apjiearanee. Frontal 
lobes snbtriangnlar, granulate on the margin, more advanced near the 
median line; inters]4ace V-shaped. The antero lateral jiroJecTions look 
like shallow lobes until the imbeseence is removed, when they are seen 
to be triangular, well seiiarated s])ines with slender ti])s pointing for- 
ward. In /^ (fcminatuH the lateral s])iu(*s or teeth are shorter, stouter, 
and less divergent. Upper margin of the orbit with two tuberculiform 
s])ines near the inner angle and two between those and the outer 
angle; lower margin with a row of slioiT, stout, blunt spines of iinecpial 
size, and a V-shapc^d notch next the outer angh‘. 

The upjier ])ortion of the hands is tubercnlate, but the gieater part 
of the outer surface is smooth and naked. The smaller hand is almost 
entirely covered with tubercles and granules, but its lower distal ])or- 
tioii is bare. In P, (jemmutfm the outer surhu'C of both hands is entirely 
tubercnlate. the tubercles becoming smaller near the lower margin. In 
]\ jxuniosus the pollex is smooth, and there are but a few tubercles on 
the dactylns near its articulation. In P. (/cnuu((tt(s the tubercles extend 
halfway down the u])])er surface of tlu^ da(*tylus, and there are a. few 
on the outer surface ot the pollex. Both fingers are very deei)ly grooved 
in P. (jemmatds; in ]\ the grooves are very shallow, and in 

the larger cheli]>ed consist of series of shallow punct;c. The outer 
lower margin o(‘ tlu‘. nierus in J\ (fcmmatus is inarked by a broad band 
of tuber(*les; in /^ paiutosHs this margin is smooth for its proximal 
half. Ambulatory legs imbescent and bordered with fringes of club- 
shaped seta* mixed with long tine hairs. Both carapu(*e and legs have 
the bead-like tubercles ol* J\ </enuif(ita>s.

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SESARMA BROMELIARUM, new species. 

Leiigtli 1111(1 ilosterior widtli of ('iii‘ni)a(*e nearly ecimil, in large sjieei- 
inens exceeding tin* aiiteric^r width ; in inedinm-sized specimens about 
the same as the anterior width. IJegions strongly marked. Surface 
punctate^ the pnnctie irregular and having a tendency to coahxsce, 
making th(‘ surface rough and uneven. Anteriorly the surface is very 
rough with scpiamose tuber(*les. l]ranchial striie well marked. Front 
about four times as Avide as its greatest height. Superior lobes very 
prominent and separated by deep giooves. Lower margin strongly 
produced in old specimens; median sinus viewed from above, broad, 
deep, and rounded; on either side a very shallow sinus. Viewed from 
in front also, the margin appears sinuous. The third segment of the 
abdomen of the male has oblique margins, the abdomen being widest 
at the distal end of that segment. The sixth segment is proportionally 
longer than in A cinerea and rivordij and the last segment more 
oblong. The apjiendages are two lobed at the extremity, the inner less 
advanced than the outer. 

Outer surface of merus and carpus of cheliiieds coarsely rugose; the 
maims is densely tuberculate on the outer side and has large scattered 
tubercles on the inner side. 

Fingers tuberculate to near the extremity. Meri of ambulatory legs 
less than three times as long as broad, their transverse^ rngie much more 
prominent than in 8. cinerva. The propod i are fringed above and below 
Avith stout black bristles. This character is less marked in small 
specimens.
